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THE AMOS A. LAWRENCE COLLECTIONS 


For the past few years Amos A. Lawrence has been one of 
Boston’s best-known and most successful dealers in Antique Fur- 
niture and Objects of Art, during which time his delightful shop 
at 85 Chestnut Street has been a converging place for all New 
England Collectors and for many others from the country at 
large. Mr. Lawrence’s noteworthy and admirable taste (he was 
at the outset an architect and himself a Collector of admitted 
discrimination) differentiated his gathering from all others and 
gave to it an individual and exceptional character that was rec- 
ognized by all who visited it. He was wont to regard the deco- 
rative capabilities of each piece he acquired as its main asset 
and hence the value of his stock to those whose foremost object 
in viewing it was to furnish their rooms pleasantly and artistically. 

But Mr. Lawrence has determined to devote the coming years 
to travel and as a preliminary to this has decided to offer at 
Public Sale everything at present to be found in his establish- 
ment. This includes his own personal collection of Chinese Low- 
estoft Ware, a variety of Porcelain which, despite its English 
name and popular attribution, we owe to the technical facility of 
those master-potters, the Chinamen of the eighteenth century. 
Since his entry into business Mr. Lawrence has made a commer- 
cial specialty of this Ware, but so attached was he to it, for 
reasons quite other than commercial, that all of the finest or rarest 
pieces which have passed through his hands have been arrested, 
as it were, and added to his private collection. As a result, the 
Lawrence Private Collection has become known throughout the 
United States as notable from its extent and high standard of 
merit. 

But the Chinese Lowestoft only forms a part of the gather- 
ing which the American Art Association is enabled to offer to 
collectors and all interested in old things. There are other porce- 
lains, potteries, and much glassware which includes examples of 
Waterford Cut Glass and many pieces of colored glass of im- 


portance. Then there is the Furniture, oak, walnut and mahog- 
any of the sixteenth, the seventeenth and the eighteenth centu- 
ries, some of it from Spain, some from France and much of it from 
England. Among the chairs, for instance, are many of the period 
of Louis XV with seats and backs in Gros-point Needlework. 
There are textiles, among which may be found silken brocades 
and damasks, filets and embroideries from the looms and needles 
of Italy, France and Spain. Tapestries there are, too, from 
Flanders, and hooked rugs from our own America of early days, 
as well as Silver and Sheffield Plate bearing the marks of English 
makers of the Georgian period. Of miscellaneous articles there 
are many trays, crystal chandeliers, carvings, brass and pewter 
wares, several exceptional mirrors, and not a few of those tiny 
trees, with flowers and leaves of carven jade, which we owe to 
the patient ingenuity of the Chinese craftsman. 

Altogether Mr. Lawrence’s collection is one which, from its 
very variety, will well repay a visit and a consequent attendance 
at its dispersal.

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, 


of any purchase during the session of the sale at which it was sold. 


5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business 
in which the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be 
performed by the Association for purchasers. The Association 
will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing 
at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers; doing so, 
however, without any assumption of responsibility on its part 
for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the 
purchaser. ‘Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, 
and thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in 
caring for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself 
responsible if such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed

CHINESE LOWESTOFT PORCELAIN 


One of the most widely spread and popularly held errors 
connected with the history of English porcelains is that which 
regards the so-called Lowestoft, or as it is now universally 
termed, Chinese Lowestoft Ware. 

William Chaffers, of all persons in the world, he who knew 
more about English Ceramics than anyone else of his generation, 
was mainly responsible for the erroneous theory concerning the 
Lowestoft Factory. Chaffers attributed all “Lowestoft” to a fac- 
tory in the little Enghsh seaport of that name. That soft porce- 
lain was, to a certain extent, made here is beyond all question, but 
though the art of making it was stolen by a man named Browne 
from the Chelsea Factory, the ware itself was singularly lacking 
in merit. But in 1770 the Lowestoft people opened a shop in 
(Queen Street, Cheapside, where, as Solon suggests, they exhibited 
a stock of Chinese porcelains, imported by them by way of 
Holland, which they misnamed Lowestoft. All the Lowestoft 
we know and, in this country especially, treasure so dearly, is 
of hard paste, was made in China and painted by Chinese work- 
men. It was made especially for the European market, and the 
armorial bearings which appear on so many pieces were copied 
by the Chinese from European or American drawings sent out to 
Canton for that purpose, while in some cases the entire decoration 
was copied from similar paintings or engravings. In England, as 
has been said, the ware was falsely attributed to Lowestoft, and 
it is entirely lkely that the name was adopted by merchants 
and consumers on this side of the Atlantic. The American ports 
to which it was brought were chiefly those of Salem and Boston, 
and hence it is that so many of the existing examples of Chinese 
Lowestoft come from New England. Attention may also be here 
called to what may be termed the strongly developed “*Karly Amer- 
ican”? character of the ware. The fact is, that it was about the 
only real porcelain which the early Americans familiarly used, 
which very properly accounts for the esteem in which it is held 
by collectors of Americana. 

Mr. Lawrence’s collection, here catalogued, will be found to 
comprise not only some of the many-pieced Dinner and Tea Ser- 
vices, but also a profusion of those individual examples which, 
from their markedly decorative qualities as well as their historic 
interest, will appeal to all lovers of fine porcelains and those in- 
terested in the home-life and surroundings of their forebears.
